It is alſo matter of Humiliation, that when Diffe- 
rences fell out amongſt theſe, who did own Truth, 
and bear witne(s againſt the Courſe of DefeRion, they 
were not managed with due Charity and Love, but 
with too much heat and bitterneſs, injurious RefleQions 
uſed againſt pious and worthy men on all hands, and 
ſcandalous - Diviſions eccaioind, and the, ſucceſs of the 
Goſpel greatly obſtrated thereby, and ſome dangerous 
Principles drutſk in: And after all this, there were 
ſhameful advances towards Popery, the Abomination of 
the Maſs was ſet up in many places, and Popiſh Schools 
erected, and ſeverals fell ro Idolatry. 


And though the Lord hath put a. ſtop to the Courſe 
of DefeAion, and of his great mercy. given us ſome 
reviving from our Bondage ; yet we bave fad cauſe to 
regrate and bemoan, that few have a due fenle of 
our mercy, or walk anfwerable thereto, few are turn- 
ed to the Lord in Truth, but-the wicked go on to do 
wickedly, and there is found amongſt us to this day 
ſhameful ingratitude for our mercies, Horrid impeniten- 
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cy under, our fins, yea; even: amongſt thoſe who ſtand 
moſt up for the Defence of the.
